REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


The Superintending School Committee is required by law to “make 
out annually a report, and present the same to the town, at its annual 
meeting.” In compliance with this reasonable requirement, the follow- 
ing statement respecting the Schools in the several Districts, is respect- 
fully submitted. 


SCHOOL DISTRICT No. 1. 

SuMMER TERM. ‘Teacher, Miss Mary J. Frye. ‘This was a well 
managed school. ‘The order and discipline were good, and the progress 
made by the pupils, especially by some of the younger ones, was worthy 
of praise. ‘The teacher, with respect to deportment and morals, was un- 
exceptionable, and she bids fair to become a model teacher. 

Length, 8 weeks. Attending to Reading and Spelling, 23; Penman- 
ship, 9: Arithmetic, 9: Grammar, 2: Geoor: aphy, 1. 

Winter TERM. Teacher, Mr. Nathaniel F. Putnam. The teacher 
maintained throughout the term the same efficient discipline, for which 
he was characterised last winter. ‘The progress of the pupils was good, 
evincing that they had been thoroughly drilled in their studies. 

Length, 8 1-2 weeks. Attending to Reading and Spelling, 30; Pen- 
se, 14; ae he 20; Grammarp6; Geography, 7; not attending 
school, 1 


SCHOOL DISTRICT No. 2.: 

SumMMER TERM. ‘leacher, Miss Rosette M. Frye. This was a prof- 
itable term—a decided success. ‘The discipline and order of the school, 
and the progress made, were creditable alike to teacher and pupils. 
The decoration of the school room at the closing examination, together 
with the presence of ten parents, told the whole story respecting the 
character of the school, before a class was examined. 

Length, 12 weeks. Attending to Reading and Spelling, 40; Pen- 
manship, 32; Arithmetic, 25; Grammar, 10; Geography 7; ‘Algebra, 1; 
Physiology 2. 

“WintER TERM. JUVENILE DEPARTMENT. Teachcr, Miss Rosette 
M. Frye. In the management of this school Miss Frye has fully sus-

tained her reputation as a successful teacher. Tne foregoing remarks 
are made on the strength ofa ‘pers sonal examination near ‘the commence- 
ment of the term, and ‘from common report since. As the school has not 
closed, Iam unable to report the ay rogress made. 

PRINCIPAL Det ARTMENT. xcher, Williams Barton, M. D. This 
term commenced with a fair aaa of being a very good school. The 
teacher brought to the work high literary ‘q! nalifics ations, a large amount 
ot experience, and an aptness to teach. But after the school had been 
in successful operation for about four weeks, it suddenly closed. The 
causes of this are well known and need not be mentioned in this con- 
nection. 

After a vacation of about two weeks, the school was re-commenced 
under the management of Mr. Addi-on A. Powdt As the term has 
not closed, and as 1 have not given the school a closing examination, I 
aim unable to state its present character. All that I can say at this time, 
is, that I have heard very little about it by way of censure or com- 
menda ition. 


SCHOOL DISTRICT No. 3. 

SUMMER TERM. Teacher, Miss Stella VY. Marsh. This term was 
en the whole, a profitable one. ‘The teaching was systematic and thor- 
ough, and the discipline, though not perfect, was not seriously defective. 

Leneth, 10 weeks. Attending to Reading and Spelling, 23; Penman- 
ship, 9; Arithmetic, 14; Grammar, 5; Geography, 10; Algebra, ys 
Physiology, 1. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Mr. Addison A. Powers. The progress 
of the pupils, was fair; and the same may be said of the order and disci- 
pline of the school. The pupils, at the last examination, appeared to 
have improved their time well, although without any of those marked 
results, which were visible in some other. schools. 

Length, 9 weeks. Attending to reading and spelling, 24; Penman- 
ship, 15; Arithmetic, 16; Grammar, 8; Geom aphy, 8; Algebra, 2 NOE 
attending school, 3. 


SCHOOL DISTRICT No. 4. 

SumMMER Term. Teacher, Miss Lois M. Whipple. This school 
commenced auspiciously, and as I am informed, was successful for one so 
short. As I was not notified of its close, I did not re-visit it, and conse- 
quently, am unable to state its progress from personal knowledge. 

Length, 6 weeks. Attending to Reading and Spauines tis “Penman- 
ship, 5; Arithmetic, 7; Grammar, if Geography, 2 2; Aloebra, i 

Winter Term. "Teacher, Miss Stella V. Marsh. The school open- 
ed favorably. The teacher was amply qualified to teach in the various 
branches, and appeared active and willing to’ give instruction to her pu- 
pils. And she would probably have succeeded as a disciplinarian, had 
her efforts been seconded by the parents of the district. It is a mistake 
to suppose that a Jady teacher is to enforce the obedience of the larger 
scholars, by brute force; and that, too, without the co-operation of the 
parents. ‘The progress made by ‘those pupils who attended constantly, 
was good, 

Length, 8 1-2 weeks. Attending to Reading and ae 19; Pen- 
manship, 10; Arithmetic, 15; Grammar, 4; Geography 4.

SCHOOL DISTRICT No. 5. 7 

Summer Term. ‘Teacher, Miss Lorana J. Fisher. This was one 
of our best summer schools. ‘The order and discipline were all that could 
-be desired, and the advancement of the pupils wasrapid. The presence 
of eight parents at the last examination, bore testimony that a good 
school is duly appreciated in that district. No report lias been received 
from the teacher of this school. 

WinrreR Term. ‘Teacher, Miss Fannie K. Trask. - This may be 
regarded as a model school. T he instruction was analytic and thor ough. 
While every class had made rapid progress in its studies, the first class 
in Colburn’s Arithmetic, particularly excelled. I was assured by the 
teacher that the class was able to solve analytically every problem in the 
book; and from what Hheard at the closing examination, I believe it. 

Attending to Reading and Spelling, 27; Penman- 
ship, 16; ‘Arithmetic, OnE Grammar, 3; Geography, 138. “Not. attending

SCHOOL DISTRICT No. 6. 
No Summer Term held. 
Winter Term. Teacher, Miss V. Sophia Marsh. I visited the 

* school soon after it commenced, and found it in successful operation, with 
nine pupils in-attendance. Every thing promised well, and I have no 
doubt that a good school was taught. But owing to the impassable state 
of the roads, and the failing health of the teacher, the school closed pre- 

maturely without a second examination. The following remarks of the 
teacher are probably just and appropriate: “The scholars in this district, 
though few in number, manifested a strong desire to improve their time 
to the best advantage; and the result of their efforts was tr uly gratifying 
to their teacher. ‘The interest which the parents take in the welfare of 
the school, tends to make this little school a pleasant field of labor, for 
any one who loves to assist. the expanding mind in grasping the truths 
which it is capable of 1eceiving.’ 

Length, 7 1-2 weeks. Attending to reading and Spelling, 10, Pen- 
manship, 8; 8; Arithmetic, 8; Grammar, BS 

If the good people in some of our school districts, would be a little 
more careful to select their best men for prudential committees, and if 
some of the teachers, employed in our schools, would be a little more 
punctual in returning their Registers in season, the official dsties of your 
committee would be materially lightened, as well as rendered more 


agreeable.
